All Albany parents are urged 
to take advantage of this special 
eye clinic. Children are seldom 
aware of an eye problem, and 
the need for eye testing is im- 
portant. 

Amblyopia is an eye disorder 
that is often described as “lazy 
it is an impairment of the 
central or sharp vision olf the eye 


eye,” 


and is of particular concern to 
parents of infants and _ pre- 
schoolers, It has to do with 


“learning to see.” A child who is 
not discovered to have amblyopia 
until age six or seven-raresy, if 
ever, ‘can have sharp vision 
initiated or restorea by known 
medical treatment. It is estimated 
}that about 100,000 childrens 
eyes are passing peyond the help 
o£ treatment each year. 

‘Lhe essential thing is that each | 
eye must be tested separately. 
Unequal’ vision’ in: a-child’s” eyes: 
is a red flag of danger. Vision 
testing should be repeated at in- 
tervals until the parents and the 
iamily physician are satisfied 
that the child has equally good 
vision in both eyes. The earlier 
this can be done, the better. 

‘The critical period, according 
to Albany heaith nurse Frieda 
Hanelt, is between the ages of 
on and seven. ‘Actually,’ she 
says, “it should be done before 
the child is four years old.”

The hot 
air and return runs should be 
cleaned. If you have not the 
proper means of doing this clean- 
ing a qualified person who spec- 
ializes in this type of 
should be contacted. 

Be sure your filters have been 
changed. Dirty filters put an un- 
due strain on the blower motor 
and may result in it overheating. 

Never cover any of the fur- 
nace openings with rugs or other 
material. Clothes should never be 
dried over furnaces. Many fires 
have resulted from this- practice. 

You should consider your fur- 
nace as you would any other ap- 
pliance of your home. With 
proper care and your fur- 
nace will give many years of un- 
troubled comfort to your‘home.
